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Salhouse Broad, Norfolk Broads. Salhouse village is a 
long and straggling place, but Salhouse Broad is lovely to see, 
girdled with reeds and protected with dark woods, its surface 
thick with yellow lilies and loud with cries of water-fowl. A 
smaller Broad sometimes called Salhouse Little Broad lies 
next it, a lakelet covered with white water-lilies, and outside 
these two the river doubles upon itself. 
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
